“knoclT on brick roads, for any 
school hoy knows that brick i* 
one of the best road materials ever 
discovered, but to show our people 
that unless the brick properly re¬ 
inforced aitli Ur. and laid on a solid 
foundation of cement nr day and pro* 
per drainage provided, that brick 
roads will not hold up. Every man 
who has given the question the least 


thought knows that if water is permit¬ 
ted to stand alongside a r«»a l that it 
will seep through and undermine the 
road, and that brick will sink much 
quicker than a solid surface, such as 
sand-asphalt. 

But the important question that will 
present itself to the mass meeting 
wtll Ik* the budding of the road from 
Kissimmee through St Cloud to the 
Brevard county line. Let the Tribune 
warn the people that a united force 
mus» confront the commissioner* at 
their inerting on December f>th. when 
it is their inunction to issue a call 
for a bonding election, The ciciegn- 
lion thu people of this city send before 
the Conunisftioiicts must voice the sen* 
timent of St. Cloud, not of the city 
council, the Board of Trade or any 
set of men, but of all the people of our 
town and community. This dclcgn ion 
must make It plain to the commission¬ 
ers that Si Cloud is entitled to and 
demands an equal distribution f the 
road fund, that the mad from Kissim- 
nice to Brevard county line was 
pledged to he built by the Osceola 
county delegation hacked by authority 
of the commissioners at both the Or¬ 
lando and Lakeland pood roads con¬ 
ventions; that nothing short of a 
hard surface road will be acceptable 
to o»*e people or will ever be used as 
a tributary to the Dixie Highway, 
nml that the cheapest and most avail, 
able material out of which tht* road 
can 1 k> built is mid-asphalt.

for the asphalt surfacing. The “clay 
shoulder" cost the county about K 
cent* per square yard, or only about 
per mile, 1 he grading is done 
by the county, except it is arched ami 
rolled hard by the construction com- 
pun v on their own account. Thus the 
f. hrancat and most 
■atisfactory county road in Florida is 
being put down near Kustis at the rap¬

I I have been requested t<t» writxs a 
letter cuticrrnmg v-ur trip to FloriJu 
und 1 assure you 1 am more than 
pleased to be buck again once more 
with St. Cloud friends, for 1 feel as 
I though this was home to me, now 
more than ever. As I received word 
I .’nee coming here that my Wuter- 
I vlie t home at I'avv I'aw later was de- 
j Btruyvu by tire, with ail its contents 
and the hotel which we sold ten years 
ago stood adjoining us on the north, 

I and it burned first, which was the 
! cauae of the destruction. 

My brother, Fred Fay, came to St. 
Cbud with me iu the spring of 1911 
and purchased two lots on Ohio av¬ 
enue. between Sixth and Seventh 
and «•«* j. ter wtLa Lac! tul 
the Sunny South, ■»«» l lev! happy to 
have him and lii» wife and two sons 
to spend the winter here. 

W'c left Watervlici on Monday. 
October -|, at to jo. in their Duick 
car, iti a very cold, drizzling rain. 
There were five iu our party and wc 
came prepared to cook pact of our 
meals by' the road side, but it was too 
cold and I roily the first five days, 
and the rest of the way the roads 
were so smooth and of such fine trav¬ 
eling qualities that wc i:ould not atop 
long enough to cook and eat. We first 
looked up three flutes. So many had 
come by the way of Atlanta to Jack¬ 
sonville and lu 1 «u much trouble pas¬ 
sing over the mountains. Also those 
taking the ^astern route had 'trouble, 
so wc decided to take the "DiaIc,’' and 
I bdievc wc made a good choice. Our 
or was heavily loaded with baggage, 
tines and springs, in fact everything 
hat goes to nuke an automobile. 
We were told to carry au ax, shovel, 
reps and log chain, of course wc had 
them all, and had no use for any of 
them except once, when we gut stuck 
in the sand between Alford and Lynn 
Haven and had to use a shovel, and 
one day it rained long enough to 
make a blue clay hill so bad while 
they were working on the road be¬ 
tween Tallahassee and Live Oak, that 
the convict* helped to pull us through 
We came by the way of St. Jo¬ 
seph. Niles, South Bend to Logans- 
gort. Lafayette, Terre Haute to Ev- 
• tisville, crossed the White river and 
also the Ohio by ferry into Hender¬ 
son. Ky. 

Indiana j* noted for good road* and 
we came down on the Michigan 
Pike as far a* we could, then branch¬ 
ed oft onto the Dixie Highway There 
seemed only one road and it came 
straight toward the South from one 
state to the other, either marl or 
rock, and each county teemed to be 
working, wherever a road was in 
need of repair, getting ready for the 
Chicago party of about too automo¬ 
biles coming south. 

While w-c were in Madison, Fla., 
they received a telegram from Talla¬ 
hassee they would be there for the 
next night. I understood them to say 
there were 7.1 automobiles when they 
reached Tallahassee. 

W* Overlook two parties from 
Champaignc, Illinois, and ..ne party 
from Texas going to Orlando, camp¬ 
ing on the Suwannee river during the 
rainy day. We stayed our fourth 
night in Madispnville, Ky, fifth at 
Nashville and sixth at Birmingham. 
We left there at i:jo p. n». for Mont¬ 
gomery. All the afternoon we were 
n the grandest and most beautiful 
scenery, climbing the Red and Shade 
mountain, with marl road all the way. 
The mads were plenty wide enough 
to meet and pa*s any vehicle. Wk did

Fifty ><ur* ago, in the quiet and 
peaceful .little village ol Appomutox 
Court House, Va., was enacted one of 
ihe most memorable scones in the 
history of that civil strife waged foi 
over four long years between the 
North and South, the surrender of tile 
army of Northern Virginia under Gen- 
tul Robert K. Lee to General U. S. 
Grant, commander in chk?i of the 
Union forces. 

A half century of time haa served 
to blot out the memory of the causes 
that led up to the conflict, hut those 
still living who bore arms during me 
strife, and especially the veterans un¬ 
der the immediate commands of Gen¬ 
eral* Lrc and Grant, can hardly be 
expected to forget the day upon which 
the leader of tli*• Confederate forces 
in the field decided to submit to what 
hr sincere!} believed wa» the invvit- 


terms be put in writing. Grant caHed 
• nr his order honk, opened it on the j 
table and proceeded to do so. 

While writing, lie noticed the hand 
toms sword that l.ee possessed, and 
lie afterward said ih.v this set him to 
thinking that it would J>c an unnec¬ 
essary humiliation to require the of¬ 
ficers to surrender their swords and 
a great hardship to deprive them ot 
their personal baggage and horses, 
which caused him to add this sentence. 

“ I his will not embrace tlie side- 
arms of the officers nor their private 
horses nor haggage.T 

The terms as submitted by General 
Grant were: 

“General: In accordance with ’he 
substance of my letter to you of the 
8lh Inst.. I propose to receive the sur¬ 
render of the army of Northern Vir- 
uiniu on the following terms, to wit: 
Rolls of I hr officers and men to be 
made in duplicate, one copy to he giv- 
+r* to .in . *fftrrr i' f> ffrilrdh' 1 hy 
me. the other to J« retained by such 
office** as you may dcsigate. The of* 
Herrs to give their final paroles not to 
take up arms agnist the govermet of 
:he United State* until properly ex¬ 
changed, and each company, or regi- 
netttl ctwnn imh i to sis :i • like i»»r- 
olr for all the men • f their commands | 
The arms, artillery and public proper-^ 
i> to he parked and stacked, and turn- 
ed over to the officer* appointed by 
me to receive them. This will not em¬ 
brace the side-arm* of the officers, 
nor their private horses or baggage. 
Tlds done, each officer and man will 
he allowed to return to his home, not, 
to be disturhed by the United States 
authorities as long as they observe 
tlirir parole* and the laws in force 
where they may reside. Very respect¬ 
fully.

They were evidently agreeable to 
the Confederate commander, and Gen¬ 
eral Lee directed that a letter of ac¬ 
ceptance to the terms of surrender be 
drawn up. 

This was signed, and after a few Im¬ 
personal remarks tile leaders of the 
two opposing forces shook hands and 
departed. 

It did not take tong for the news to 
spread among the soldiers, and big 
bonfires that evening evidenced the 
pleasures of the troops that hostilities 
were at nn end.

•here were* sonic of the Confederate 
commanders who refused to believe 
that their cause was a lost one and 
made strong efforts to continue the 
fighting. When the news o» the sur¬ 
render was brought to Gen. Echols, 
in command of the department of 
Southwe*t Virginia.* a council of Ills 
brigade commanders was held to de¬ 
cide whether or not they should give 
up, Several of the cavalry leaders 
wrongly expressed the determination 
that they should put off surrender as 
long a* the Confederacy had an arm¬ 
ed force ii« the field, and declared that 
an effort should be luudf to join Gen¬ 
eral Johnston, General Fcnnl* was 
among these, and for several days, 
with a Urge part of III* cavalry he 
| inarched to the sontli. With each suc¬ 
ceeding day. however, they became 
more convinced of the fruitlcssness 
| of their efforts, and filially decided to 
I follow the example of Lee. 

April Q, thft$. «a* the date on which 
:hr surrender of Lee look place Al 
though terms had hern virtually 
agreed upon between Grant and the 
Confederate commander as the result 
of the exchange of a series of notes, 
the format drifting of the terms be- 
tween the leader* of the opposing 
forces took place on this date in the 
home of Winner McLean, one of the 
•»»•*«» pretentious in the little viUaue 
of Appntnatox. 

The meeting which resulted in the 
ending of the war is interestingly de¬ 
scribed by flnrnrc Porter, brevet 
brigadier general, as fo’lowt: 

"It was then ahnut buli p*«.t one of 
Sunday, the oth ot April We entered 
and foun t General Grant sitting at a 
marble-topped table in the center of 
the room, and Lee sitting beside a 
«moll oval table near the front win¬ 
dow, in the corner opposite to the 
door in which we entered. a»»d facing 
General Grant, Colonel Marshall, hi* 
military secretary, was standing at his 
left. We walked in softly and ranged 
ourselves quietly about the aides of 
the room, very much as the people en¬ 
ter a sick chamber when they expect 
♦o find thlr patient dangerously ill. 
Some found seats on the sofa and the 
few chairs which constituted the fur¬ 
niture. hut most of the parly stood. 

“The contrast between the two 
commanders was striking, and could 
unt fail to attract marked attention as 
1 hey sat ten feet apart, facing each 
other. General Gram, then nearly for- 
iv-thrcr >car« of ago, was five feet 
right Inches in height with shoulders 
«Mght 4 y stooped. Ilis hair and full 
. ard were nut-brown, without n trace 
of gray in them. He had nit a single- 
breasted blouse, made of dark-blue 
Unnrl, unbuttoned in front and show¬ 
ing a waistcoat underra;h. lie wore 
.1 ordinary pah* of ton boot* wiiit hi** 
trnntera inside. and wa* without 
•Dura. The bams and portion* of Id* 
clothe» were spattered with mud. He 
had on a pair of thread gloves, of 
a dark-yellow color, which he had tak- 
"0 off nn entering the room.

Use a wire basket or 
porous cloth for the blanching so that 
the beans can be handled easily. Pack 
iars full. Add I level teaspoonfltl ot 
salt for each quart and hoiliiiK wa¬ 
ter to cover the beans. Put rubber* 
and tops on. 

"If Mason jars arc used leave the 
top cue-fourth turn loose to let air es¬ 
cape. Economy bar caps may be 
made tiuht because they will let the 
.or nut automatically. Place the jars 
on a wkc mesh, straw nr cloth, in a 
wash boiler. Weave cloth or straw 
between them. Almost cover the jar* 
with warm water. Process two hours 
in water constantly boiling hard. 
Keep the water up to the original lev« 
rl as it boils away 

"Remove the jar«, lighten caps. In¬ 
vert to cool and test. \V|rap the jars 
in paper and store them/ —Agricul¬

The 
winters are mild and there is an 
abundance of pasture and fomgc for 
the sow nnd pigs during the suckling 
perio<| Furthermore green pasture 
crops <*an he had as supplements L» 
ihe c oar entente* which are fed to the 
maturing animals. Thus tw«* objec¬ 
tion* to the system which are mvt in 
the North arc eliminated. 

C !.. Willoughby, professor of ani¬ 
mal husbandry in the University of 
Florida college of Agriculture, *ug- 
nett* that the two breeding seasons 
be made October or November, and 
March or April Sonic farmers have 
bn 1 trouble in getting their sows tn 
tu-t during Ihc hot weather. If breed¬ 
ing U delayed till October, this trou¬ 
ble will likely he eliminated.

Washington, D. C., Nov. to.—With 
the uprpoacli of the open season lot 
shooting wild fowl, the United Stales 
Deputlmcn* of Agriculture is warn 
itig Sportsmen that the Federal reg¬ 
ulations amended October t, 1914* 
will he strictly enforced. Some mis¬ 
understanding has arisen hum the 
fact that the various state laws do not 
always conform to the Federal regu- 
Utiotia. 1 Ids is regarded as unfortu¬ 
nate but in such cases the department 
must insist upon the obseivaUcc of 
the Federal regulation*. 

Tlic Department will consider any 
recommendations submitted in good 
fulth for amendment of the regula¬ 
tions. Imp will hold 110 public hearings 
thereon, nor will it nnund the regu¬ 
lations prior to October ! |, 1915- It 
is tho purpose of the Department to 
conform the regulations to the wfah- 
** of the majority of sportsmen so 
tar ns it can he done and at the same 
Lime give wild fowl the necessary pro¬ 
tection, 

Fcdvial regulations divide the Unit¬ 
ed States into two zones. Zone No. 
I, the breeding zone, includes the 
state* of Oregon, Idaho, Colorado, 
Nebraska. I«>wa. Illinois. Indiana, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
uml all states north of them. Zone 
No, 9 , the wintering tone, includes al! 
states south of those named.

Knowledge of the composition and 
rharscteristcs of the population is 
fundamental for the vital statistician. 
It i» to him what uu inventory is to 
thr bidustriM engineer. He must have 
at bis disposal an enumeration by 
MIC N*. race, tiatn*n;»lity and marital 
condition and by such other charac¬ 
teristics as arc indicated by the pecu¬ 
liar conditions prevailing in this com¬ 
munity. The age distribution, for ex¬ 
ample, is vital tu any intelligent con¬ 
sideration ol the death lute. Newer 
com 10 tin tics where the pmporlon of 
infants U hniall often show a lower 
death rate than others with better 
health standards where the distrihu- 
ton of the component parts is more 
nearly normal. The distribution by 
se< is indicatve of the extent to winch 
a community is settled in its social 
and normal standards. Rccetly *ct- 
tled communities show a marked ex¬ 
cess of males; it is only when the fe¬ 
male element has attained its normal 


proportion that there come into evi¬ 
dence lltOK characteristics of social 
and moral stability which are attri¬ 
butes nf modern civilization. Tlic race 
factor i» important in determining the 
educational program of a community 
ns well ns in testing the prevailing 
mortality coditions. The nationali¬ 
ties composing a community outline 
the piohlem confronting lie svfal 
and philanthropic agencies whose 
work it is to help assimilate the alien 
and to adjust his condition harmoni¬ 
ously to the rest of the community. 
Informaton ot this character, renewed 
every live years, should he of incalcu¬ 
lable va’uo in determining conditions 
of community life, and should serve 
as an index of progress or retronres- 
sion— Louis I. Phi hi 11, I’ll. D. Statis¬ 
ts tan. Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. 

The above quotation, from the pen 
of on*« of the country’s best known 
vital statisticians, is of cxpecal empha¬ 
sis at this time to all in tlie state in¬ 
terested* in Vital Statistics. 

As lias been explained hc vital lions 
tn these columns, there are no popula¬ 
tion figures or estimates of municipali¬ 
ties, an.l also n*» doubt of the bal¬ 
ance of the state, which can be relied 
upon for the ralcutatlon of birth or 
death rate*. And these birth ami 
death rates are the primary requisites 
for comparative health statistics, and 
accurate population,figures are the ab¬ 
solutely necessary basis for calctilat- 
ig these rates. 

The present census, directed by stu- 
tute to he taken this year, by its in¬ 
tendment cleanly provides tha^ the 
county oensuse enumerators (who arc 
l»y the terms of the taw in charge of 
the enumeration jn each county and 
responsible for the work of their depu¬ 
ties) shall enumerate each resident of 
each county of the state as of July 
f, 1915. This rncana that each resident 
of July t, iq« 5. no matter whether at 
home or abroad, shall he rnutm'rated 
at his place of legal residence. 

Consequently racli community, mun¬ 
icipal or other, had in its own hands
